Split Over Highway Department 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
April 14, at the courthouse in 
Enterprise and continued to be split 
over the operation of the county's 
highway department. 

The hotly-debated issue of who 
should run the department first 
arose last month when the county 
engineer Mac Rushing told the 
commission the county was 
supposed to operate under the ‘Unit 
System’’ and not the ‘“‘District 
System.” 

The commission discussed the 
engineer's reorganizational plans for 
the highway department at length, 
andin a split vote broken by Probate 
Judge Marion Brunson, agreed to 
approve the engineer's plan to bring 
all equipment to the county shop and 
the abolishment of the district work 
crews. 


At Monday's meeting, Com- 
missioner Billy Eagerton made a 
motion to move all county equipment 
back in the work areas and to let the 
work crews in each area meet at the 
centrally located gathering point. 
Eagerton said the engineer could 
still set the work schedules and set 
all priorities, but insisted the people 
could be ‘better represented” if the 
work area format was placed back in 
effect. 

Commissioner Eugene Bradley 
seconded the motion; however, 
Commissioner Bill Faulk, an earlier 
opponent of the work area plan, 
stated, ‘I don’t think we've given 
the new plan enough time to see if it 
will work or not! We either need to 
work as a unit system or go back to 
the district system and have six 
districts, I think we should give the 
engineer's plan more time.”’ 

“I'm not against the engineer,"’ 
Eagerton said, ‘‘but I want every 
area of the county represented every 
day." 

**When I ran for office I pled 
to work for all the people of Co 
County,"’ stated Commissioner Sid

QUESTION: 


Are men today 
receiving instructions’ 
from God other than 
the Bible? 


Bob Prichard 


There are many today who claim that God has spoken to them 
directly, or that he speaks to them just as he did to the prophets in days 
of old. We have no promise from the Holy Spirit, however, that He will 
speak to men apart from the Bible, God’s written word. When a man 
claims further special revelation, he is tossing aside the Bible so that 
he can believe what he wants to believe, rather than be bound by the 
Bible. 

With the Bible, we have all that we need so far as God’s guidance is 
concerned. We need nothing else. As Paul told Timothy, ‘‘All 
scripture is given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, 
for reproof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness: that the 
man of God may be perfect, throughly furnished unto all-good works” 
(2 Tim, 3:16-17), The scriptures are complete, giving us all we need for 
serving God and man. 

If God is going to speak to us directly and personally apart from His 
written word, is there any need for the Bible? Our knowledge of God, 
His nature, His plan for redeeming man, is contained in the Bible. The 
Bible is a tremendous blessing to us, and to discount its value by 
sayitg we need further revelation is tragic. God's word tells us that He 
is no respecter of persons (Acts 10:34), but if God s s directly to 
some today, and not to others who are dedicated to Him, then He is a 
respecter of persons. 

e discover something else when we study the teachings of those 
who claim God has spoken to them, or is now speaking to them. We 
find that their teachings conflict with what the Bible teaches, and their 
teachings conflict with those of others claiming inspiration. Paul 
warned, ‘Though we, or an angel from heaven presse any other gos el 
unto you than that which we have preached, let him be accursed’ (Gal 
1:8). In other words, if someone, even an angel, preaches a ‘‘new 

1, we should reject it! 
aul also writes, ‘God is not the author of confusion, but of peace, 
as in all the churches of the saints’’ (I Cor. 14:33). The sup d 
modern revelationsare the cause of much confusion and division in our 
religious world, One person says God ‘‘told him’’ one thing, while 
another person claims God ‘“‘told him’’ Sergey & else the complete 
opposite of what the first person says. But God is not the author of 
confusion. He spcaks to us now through His written word, the Bible. 

Paul told us that a time was coming when miraculous revelations of 
the Holy Spirit would cease, when ‘‘that which is perfect is come’’ (1 
Cor. 13:8-10), That time came when the New Testament, what James 
called the ‘perfect law of liberty’? (James 1:25), was completed.

Miss Evie tells us her favorite 
color is blue; the rose is her favorite 
flower; holiday is Thanksgiving, and 
favorite time of year is ‘spring - you 
can get out and work then;’’ her 
favorite foods are chicken and 
dumplings, chicken and rice, water- 
melon and sweet potato pie, and her 
hobbies were sewing and cooking. 
Her son said, ‘She made all our 
clothes.’ And, she always enjoyed 


mentions it."’ 

If she could live her life over, 
what would she do differently? ‘‘I 
just don’t know -- there’s so much,”’ 

Advice to youngsters today: ‘‘Go 
to church, mind your mamas and 
daddvs and go to school and 
graduate.”’ 

Her son Brick said she told him 
many, many times to go to school 
and get his education, because it was 
so important. She told him she never 
wanted him to have to work as hard 
as she had to when she was growing 
up and had to work in the fields and 
plow. 

Her church membership is the 
Friendship Baptist Church. 

Miss Evie is a friendly, likeable, 
and hospitable person, who never 
meets a stranger. Upon my saying I 
had to leave, she called out, ‘‘I hate 
to see yoti go. Come back again!” 

An LPN at the nursing home 
shared this with us about Miss Evie: 
‘*Miss Evie: is real sweet. There is 
just one Miss Evie! She’s always 
cheerful, easy-going and pleasant to 
be around,”’

Two Texas men were arrested 
this week in Florida on charges of 
abducting a 24-year-old Elba woman 
from a Troy night club and raping 
her before she escaped. 

Arrested on Monday, April 21, 
were W.L. McCullom, age 37, and 
Charles Edward Dixon, age 46, both 
of Houston, Texas. Both were jailed 
in Jasper, Florida.
